“ Don’t take a chance—k n o w 
I and obey traffic laws.” 
This warning was issued F ri­ 
day to local motorists and pedes­ 
trians by William McCrady, Cir­ 
cleville chief of police, in call­ 
ing attention to the fact that in 
almost every motor vehicle acci­ 
dent one or more drivers violate 
some traffic law'. 
McCrady said statistics for 
1947 show that a speed viola- 
I tion was a contributing factor 
in two out of every five fatal 
traffic accidents through o u t 
the nation. 
Drivers reported “ under t h e 
influence of alcohol” were in­ 
volved in nine percent of all fatal 
motor vehicle accidents. 
Im proper driving other than j 
speed and driving while under 
the influence of alcohol, contri­ 
buted to one-half the fatal traf­ 
fic mishaps. Nearly three out of 
four pedestrians killed were re­ 
ported as either violating a traf­ 
fic law- or committing an unsafe 
act, he said. 
Emphasizing that ignorance of 
the law is no excuse, McCrady 
pointed out that safety was a 
personal responsibility and the 
first step in accepting that re ­
